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HE  WHO  RUNS  MAY  READ. 

(Tessa  Willingham  Roddey). 

Can  we  be  dangerously  optimistic  T Is 
it  wise  to  ignore  dangers!  Is  it  prudent 
to  refuse  to  recognize  evils! 

This  is  an  age  of  optimism  it  is 
easier  to  be  optimistic  tbun  otherwise- 
for  if  we  seem  to  see  no  evil  worth  men- 
tioning; if  we  seem  to  notice  no  danger 
worth  the  name;  if  we  seem  to  be  ignor- 
ant of  the  sins  about  us,  we  cannot  be 
too  severly  criticised  for  not  working 
actively  against  them— uud  then  of 
course  the  man  or  woman  who  seems 
to  believe  all  the  time  that  everything 
is  right  is  more  sought  aud  liked  tiian 
the  person  who  sees  wrong  and  evil  und 
fights  it.  Optimism  is  popular  nowa- 
days and  everybody  cultivates  it— but 
can  we  not  carry  this  optimistic  spirit 
too  far!  When  we  become  serious  ahd 
give  ourselves  time  to  think  we  realize 
that  all  about  us  are  evils — and  if  wo 
think  rationally,  we  will  realize  that  w-e 
can’t  fight  them  successfully  by  ignor 
ing  them. 

There  are  some  evils  that  we  seem  tj 
accept  as  a matter  of  course— they  ure 
“customary  evils,”  and  we  have  gotten 
used  to  them.  We  see  them,  hear  tliem 
discussed  and  read  of  them  until  we  get 
so  used  to  them  we  become  indifferent 
to  them  and  ease  our  responsibility  in 
the  matter  by  saying,  in  a lazily  nega 
tive  and  eliminative  way,  “Well,  itho 
world  is  no  worse  than  it  was  twenty 
years  ago,  and  New  York  now  is  no|t  as 
corrupt  as  Paris  and  London  were  in 
the  sixteenth  century,  if  history  eaij  be 
believed.”  We  console  ourselves  with 
this  negative  assertion  and  so  raak^  no 
active  efforts  against  evils,  and  then 
again,  when  we  are  taken  to  task  bytour 
consciences  for  our  apathy  along  tjiese 
lines,  we  argue  that  “ministers  are  paid 
to  fight  evils”  and  we  should  not  u^urp 
their  prerogatives;  then  again  we  afguc 
that  any  one  who  comes  out  actively 
against  evils  is  called  “a  crank”  and 
shunned,  and  we  don’t  care  to  enter  the 
field  as  a crank  nnd  be  shunned,  lienee 
we  remaia  optimistic,  seemingly,  foiling 
that  no  one  will  blame  us  for  not  fight- 
ing things  we  do  not  see,  or  seem  to)  see. 
It  is  well  not  to  be  ever  on  the  loojkom 
for  evil.  I hold  that  the  nature  tlijat  is 
ever  ready  to  recognize  evil  is  noil  de- 
sirable, and  yet  one  can  go  to  the  {>ther 
extreme.  You  might  ignore  a fird  and 
think  that  ignoring  it  will  keep  down 
its  power  to  harm,  but  it  will  crackle 
and  blaze  and  burn  your  fence  and  ivour 
house  if  you  don’t  make  strenuods  ef- 
forts to  put  it  out,  and  evil  is  ljke  a 
fire,  you  can’t  quench  it  by  ignoring  it 
— and  only  the  moral  cowards  will  ig- 
more  evjls— or  try  to  think  they  fight 
them  in  this  negative  and  eliminative 
way.  A young  man  who  attended  a 
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Confederate  Veteran  reunion  remarked 
with  great  earnestness  that  he  would 
never  die  satisfied  unless  he  could  wear 
a gray  uniform  and  fight  in  the  Con- 
federate army,  ahd  a good  mail  who 
heard  him  remarked  that  there  is  a 
Confederate  army  needed  now  much 
worse  than  one  was  needed  in  1861,  and 
that  a soldier  who  would  don  the  uni- 
form of  Belf-sacrifice  and  enter  the  army 
to  fight  against  sia  would  be  fighting 
for  a nobler  and  grander  cause  than 
the  Confederate’s  fought  for  during  the 
momentous  four  years.  The  Yankees 
were  open,  declared  enemies  who  fought 
to  hold  our  grand  republic  together — 
they  came  out  with  weapons  and  faced 
us  openly — but  we  are  beset  now  with 
insidious  enemies— they  do  not  confront 
us  openly — they  creep  on  us,  undermine 
our  will  powpr,  ruin  our  moral  courage; 
they  make  no  show  of  weajioiis,  but  are 
all  the  more  dangerous  on  that  account, 
und  the  man  who  will  conic  out  actively 
and  fight  them  is  the  noblest  soldier  of 
all  because  he  is  a soldier  of  the  cross. 
So  much  is  being  said  and  written  now 
a days  about  whiskey  und  gambling  anq 
]>eople  are  gaining  notoriety  by  fighting 
whiskey  and  glambling  when  both  are 
symptoms  of  a dreud  disease  that  is  eat- 
ing the  warp  and  woof  of  our  citizen 
ship,  utterly  destroying  our  manhood 
and  womanhood,  and  the  disease  can  be 
easily  named — moral  cowardice.  I have 
had  a wide  observation  of  humnn  na 
ture,  an  observation  that  could  alrnou 
be  termed  contact  with  all  clav^c-.  and 
w<th  the  masses,  and  in  nine  ca^e;  out 
often  the  boy  who  drinks  and  gambles 
is  the  boy  who  was  trained  (!)  by  pa 
rents  who  were  moral  cowards,  too  in- 
dolent, morally,  to  face  the  needs  of  the 
situation  and  exercise  some  care  and 
thought  in  the  formation  of  the  charac 
ter — just  let  themselves  drift  into  in- 
difference, or  a seeming  indifference, 
about  their  children,  pretending  not  to 
see  their  faults  because  they  were  too 
lazy  and  weak  to  try  to  correct  them. 
Many  parents  who  would  not  entertain 
for  a moment  the  idea  of  breaking  three 
of  the  commandments,  will  break  all  the 
others  and  think  nothing  bf  it.  One  ot 
the  most  insidious  evils  with  which  we 
have  to  contend  is  Sabbath  breaking, 
and  the  father  who  will  teach  his  boy» 
earnestly  to  respect  the  commandments 
“Thou  shalt  not  kill,”  “Thou  shalt  not 
steal,”  will  go  out  and  play  hall  with 
them  on  the  Sabbath,  ignoring  the  bless 
ed  and  important  command  “Remem- 
ber the  Sabliath  Day  to  keep  it  holy,” 
and  many  mothers  who  are  now  paying 
homage  to  card  tables  and  punch  bowls 
will  wonder  some  day  why  their  pre- 
cious boys  became  gamblers  and  drunk- 
ards. 

And  many  mothers  who  oattributo 
their  son’s  weaknesses  and  dissipations 


to  the  father's  sowing  of  a few  wild 
oats  will  iguorc  the  fact  that  they  clung 
to)ier-ltke  to  strong  coffee  and,  in  aouie 
instances  the  anutl  box,  and  no  weaken 
ed  their  nerves  and  the  uervea  of  their 
children,  and  then  the  weakened  perve 
force  injured  the  will  power,  crippled 
its  strength  uud  usefulness—  aud  1 say 
without  any  hesitation  that  the  coffee 
pots  and  snuff  boxes  are  more  respon- 
sible for  the  weuk  boys  and  girls  of  our 
generation  than  the  whiskey  bottles,  and 
should  a physician  say  this  to  a mother 
she  would,  all  the  tune  realizing  the 
truth  of  it,  sajr  “he  doesn't  know  e>ery- 
thing,”  and  go  on  drinkiug  coffee. 

It  is  truly  pitiable,  the  moral  weak 
nesses  on  every  side,  and  what  we  newt 
is  a reaction,  a turning  toward  higher 
things.  We  heed  |»arents  strong  enough 
to  face  and  tight  the  evils  alnitit  us  nnd 
firm  enough  to  hold  their  liovs  and  girls 
up  to  n stnndurd  of  right.  We  must  - 
fight  against  the  present  stage  of  moral 
degeneracy — ws  must  not  allow  our- 
selves to  admit  that  custom  can  make 
a wrong  right.  I^et's  tight  against  the 
tendency  to  drift  with  circumstances 
nnd  hold  ourselves  up  to  n fixed  stand 
ard  of  right.  I>et’s  hold  ns  fast  to  the 
commandments,  “Keineml>er  the  Kab- 
)>ath  day  to  keep  it  holy,”  “Thou  shall 
not  hear  false  witness,”  “Thou  shall 
not  take  the  name  of  the  I/ord  thy  God 
in  vain,”  as  we  hold  to  "Thou  shalt  not 
kill”  and  “Thou  shalt  not  steal."  Kill- 
ing is  punishable  with  death  or  life  im- 
prisonment; stealing  is  punished  by  im- 
prisonment and  heavy  fines,  nnd  when 
Sahlmth-breaking  nnd  l>enniig  tnlsn 
witness  and  profanity  are  punished  as 
rigidly  we  will  have  a vast  improve- 
ment on  our  present  lax  tnws  nnd  Inzer 
citizenship. 

When  a sovereign  State  licenses  evils 
and  derives  a revenue  from  these  evils, 
and  ignores  broken  Inws  and  evils  on 
every  side  all  tho  time,  it  is  very  diffi 
cult  for  men  Bnd  women  to  hold  them 
selves  and  their  families  up  to  a correct 
standard  of  citizenship,  hut  all  pnrcnti 
should  do  their  very  best  with  patience, 
forbearahcc,  judgment,  firmness,  always 
firmness,  to  keep  down  the  evils  that 
custom  seems  to  lie  bringing  closer  and 
closer  every  day.  Custom  never  made 
a wrong  right,  and  we  must  not  allow 
ourselves  to  drift  into  accepting  the 
customary  just  because  it  requires  less 
of  our  moral  strength  to  drift  with  cir- 
cumstances and  customs.  I>et’s  strength- 
en our  moral  natures  by  exercising  them 
in  the  sorely  needed  struggle  against 
customary  evils.

LETTER  NO.  38— TO  A HALF  BAP- 
TIST. 

(R.  S.  Gavin). 

(Note:  This  is  the  first  of  a series  of 
seven  letters;  three  to  a Half  Baptist;

My  Dear  Brother: 

There  are  among  us  three  classes  of 
“Baptists.”  They  are  Half  Baptists,

On  the  contrary,  your 
friends  think  that  yon  think  you  are 
very  nearly,  if  not  quite,  an  ideal  Bap- 
tist. They  know  that  you  think  you  are 
one  of  the  broad-guaged  kind,  for  you 
are  always  saying,  “Well,  it  does  not 
make  so  much  difference,  after  all,  to 
what  church  one  belongs — for  the 
church  doesn’t  save  you.”  Now,  to  do 
justice  to  the  task  T have  taken  in  hand, 

T shall  have  to  call  things  by  their  old- 
time  name.  It  won’t  do  for  me  to  call 
a spade,  for  example,  by  any  other  name 
than  “spade.”  But  I shall  write  my 
message  out  of  a brother’s  heart.  What 
you  are  is  so  far  removed  from  what 
you  should  he,  that  I cannot  afford  not 
to  write  you.  And  please  remember  I 
am  not  seeking  to  wound,  hut  heal:  1 
do  not  wish  to  repel,  but  draw.  And  if 
mv  letter  shall  accomplish  that  where- 
unto  T send  it,  T shall  he  delighted;  and 
what  has  the  possibilities  of  an  exceed* 
inglv  useful  life,  shall  he  saved  in  more 
than  name  to  the  Baptists. 

1.  A Half  Baptist  Defined. 

A Half  Baptist  is  one  who  has  been 
baptized  in  the  othodox  wav  (nothing 
“alien”  or  heretical  about  that),  and, 
therefore,  wears  the  name  of  a Baptist, 
and  has  his  name  on  some  Baptist  1 

church  record;  but  both  his  creed  and 
conduct  shade  out  into  such  strange  and 
unhaptistic  ideas  and  things  that,  judg- 
ing from  these,  one  cannot  tell  what 
he  is. 

Paul  in  one  place  (I.  Cor.  3:11-15)  de- 
scribes certain  ones  who  build  on  the  - I 

right  foundation  just  such  a superstruc- 
ture ns  a mnn  of  the  world  would  build. 

They  build  of  “wood,  hay,  stuhhle.” 

Such  ones  are  just  enough  Christian  to 
be  saved  by  the  “skin  of  their  teeth.” 

Whfin  compared  with  the  other  class  of 
Christians  whom  Paul  describes  in  this 
same  scripture — those  who  build  the  su- 
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really  and  as  readily  as  anybody  else 
because  of  th^  interdenominational  com- 
ity that  we  ajn>  hearing  so  much  about 
on  every  hand  in  these  days.  I like  it. 
It  is  a glorioju*  prophecy  of  even  more 
glorious  day*  a coming.  But  interne 
nominationnl : comity  is  one  thing,  and 
denominational  consciousness  another; 
and  while  other  denominations  may  be 
willing  to  destroy,  as  fnr  as  poasfble, 
their  denominational  consciousness  in 
order  to  mak^  interdenominational  com 
ity  the  main  j thing,  yet  Baptists  never 
can  desire  sneh  a thing,  and  they 
couldn’t,  if  tpey  wanted  to. 

And  so  when  it  comes  to  pas*  that  T 
am  nsked  to  dethrone  that  on  the  in- 
side of  my  religions  self  which  says  to 
me  that  I *(nnd  for  all  that  we  mean 
when  we  properly  use  the  word  “Bap 
tist,”  T demur.  T have  a right  to;  T 
cannot  afforq  not  to.  Such  a course 
would  he  likt  binding  the  strong  man 
first,  and  af(er  destroying  his  house, 
then  killing  tpe  strong  man. 

3.  You  Do  Not  Favor  the  Development 
of  Baptist  Intelligence. 

T do  not  rqenn  that  yon  are  opposed 
to  the  development  of  the  intelligence 
of  the  Baptisfs;  but  yon  are  upposed  to 
the  development  of  that  intelligence 
which  has  ty  do  with  denominational 
convictions.  N°w,  yon  can  never  have 
a properlv  developed  Baptist  conscious 
ness  until  voti  first  have  had  a properly 
developed  Baptist  intelligence.  Yon  see 
this  point.  T |im  sure;  and  that  is  whv 
you  are  always  opposed  to  a discussion 
of  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the  Bap- 
tists. Yon  say  the  discussions  of  the 
doctrine*  malic  you  “so  nervous.”  T 
wonder  whv?  i Answer:  You  are  a Half 
Baptist.  No  (real  Baptist  gets  nervous 
when  a discussion  is  on,  touching  the 
distinctive  points  in  his  doctrine.  On 
the  other  hatjd,  he  insists  that  it  is  of 
paramount  importance  that  evenr  Bap 
tist  know  hisj  denominational  history, 
and  the  principles  on  which  his  church 
is  built.  Yea,  all  that  T mean  by  “Bap 
tist  intelligence”  gnthers  about  the 
three  words  to  which  you  attach  no  ape- 
ciaT  importance:  History,  Principles, 
Doctrine.  Tf  the  reasons  growing  out 
of  the  best  meaning  of  these  words  do 
not  jnstifv  the  Baptists  in  their  claim 
that  they  have  a right  to  exist,  as  a aep 
orate  and  peculiar  denomination,  then 
?we  have  no  legitimate  reasons  for  any 
i existence  at  all — and  the  sooner  we 
1 learn  this  fact  and  act  on  it  to  the  point 
} of  passing  in(o  oblivion,  the  better  it 
will  he  for  the  whole  religious  situation. 
Yon  maintain  that  Baptist  hlstorv  is  o. 
no  special  importance  to  Baptists;  that 
Baptist  principles  are  useful  to  ns  for 
credal  purposes  only:  and  that  Baptist 
doctrine  is  fit  for  nothing  more  import 
ant  than  to  wrangle  over. 

Tn  that  event,  we  have  nothing  left 


A genuine  Baptist  doe*  not  believe 
that  Baptists  only  are  Christians;  neith 
er  is  he  wanting  in  broadness  of  mind 
and  largeness  of  soul,  when  the  matter 
of  standing  with  all  the  brethren  in 
Christ  for  a common  purpose  is  involv 
ed;  hut  he  believes  that  if  he  cannot 
stand  flat-footed  as  a Baptist,  he  has  no 
special  right  to  stand  at  all.  “One  is 
our  Master,  even  Christ”;  and  Baptists 
must  first  of  all  justify  their  relation 
to  him.  and  then,  as  far  as  this  relation 
will  allow,  go  with  their  brethren  and 
sisters  of  the  other  denominations. 
Not  denominational  annihilation— that 
would  not  unite  us.  You  might  put  us 
all  in  the  same  pasture,  hut  we  would 
he  as  much  unlike,  from  the  standpoint 
'of  conviction,  as  are  the  differences  be- 
tween the  cows,  nnd  horses,  and  sheep, 
and  goats,  and  hogs  that  browse  on  the 
same  hill  side.  Wy  shall  never  have  any 
unity  on  this  side  of  Christ’s  second 
coming  that  shall  be  worth  while,  ex- 
cept that  unity  that  leaves  the  denomi- 
nations intact,  and  then,  in  the  spirit 
of  Christinn  tolerance  and  brotherly 
love  unites  upon  the  broad  basis  of  re- 
ligions liberty.] 

T am  reminded  of  a little  story.  - A 
certain  wedded  pair  did  not  always 
agree  and  when  they  found  they  could 
not  agree,  they  made  it  a point  to  very 
much  disagree.  One  day  as  the  wife  ob- 
served the  cat  and  dog  lying  so  content- 
edly and  a^reeahlv  before  the  fire,  she 
remarked  to  her  husband:  “Husband, 
see  how  well  our  cat  and  dog  get  along 
together.”  “Yes.”  said  the  husband, 
they  nre  peaceful  enough  as  thev  are; 
hut  tie  them  together  and  there’ll  he 
no  more  peace  between  them.”  Do  you 
see  the  point  in  my  illustration? 

Two  vears  the  Baptists  nnd  Camphell- 
ites  of  Kenorn.  Ont..  decided  thev  were 
peaceful  enough  to  unite  and  call  them- 
selves the  “Christinn  Baptist  Church.’* 
Reeentlv  it  develops  that  it’s  a case  of 
tying  the  cat  and  dog  together.  Thev 
have  decided  that  the  only  possible  wav 
for  them  to  agree  is  nut  to  agree.  No 
real  Baptist  believes  in  tearing  down 
the  fence  that  hns  alwnvs  made  the  Bap- 
tists a “peculiar  people.”  Such  a thing 
would  bring  about  an  agreement,  if  the 
other  denominations  should  do  likewise, 
that  would  prove  the  worst  form  of  dis- 
agreement. 

3.  You  Do  Not  Favor  the  Development 

Baptist  Consciousness. 

By  “Baptist  consciousness”  T mean 
thnt  on  the  inside  which  savs  back  to  a 
Baptist,  nnvwhere,  evervwhere.  and  all 
the  time,  “Yon  are  a Baptist”;  that; 
something  which,  even  if  denomination- 
al-annihilation were  possible,  would  al- 
ways keep  everv  Baptist  remembering 
that  he  is  still  a Baptist.  Now,  T always 
keep  every  Baptist  remembering  that 
he  is  still  a Baptist.  Now,  I rejoice  as 


perstrueture  of  “gold,  silver,  costly 
stones,” — they  can  hardly  be  classed  as 
“half-Christians” — still,  for  practical 
purposes,  that  is  where  we  shall  hav3 
to  put  them. 

They  are  “Christians”  as  to  founda- 
tion; but  as  to  superstructure  they  are 
not.  As  relates  to  their  heart-expe 
rience  they  are  all  right;  hut  ns  relates 
to  their  practical  life  they  are  all  wrong. 
They  are  orthodox  on  the  inside,  but  ou 
the  outside  they  are  not — which  is,  after 
all,  very  inferior  orthodoxy.  They  are 
a sort  of  malformation,  which  for  wnnt 
of  a better  designation,  I shall  have  to 
call  “Hybrid  Christians.”  Now,  naif 
Baptists  have  a pretty  correct  picture 
of  themselves  in  these  hybrid  Christians 
whom  Paul  describes  as  the  “wood  hay 
stuhhle”  sort. 

(1)  They  Are  Baptistic. 

But  not  all!  They  are  Baptists  in  so 
far  as  repentence  and  faith  and  regen 
eration  and  obedience  in  baptism  go. 
The  foundation  work  is  intensely  Bap- 
tistic.  Thnt  fnr  they  nre  heavenly-wide. 

(2)  They  Are  UnBaptistic. 

From  the  foundation  on  up  into  the 
different  parts  of  the  superstructure, 
they  are  unhaptistic.  Their  talk  hasn’t 
the  Baptist  ring:  their  walk  hasn’t  the 
Baptist  measure:  their  life  hasn’t  the 
Baptist  spirit.  Thev  were  orthodox  un- 
til thev  got  ont  of  the  baptismal  waters; 
hut  since  thnt  important  event  they 
have  been  evervthing  in  general  nnd 
nothing  in  particular.  And  in  too  many 
instances  their  “dnilv  walk  nnd  conver- 
sation” is  more  worldlv-wise  than  oth- 
erwise. And  T have  made  the  claim 
that  such  an  one  you  nre.  I’ll  now  pro 
ceed  to  give  you  some  of  the  reasons 
for  mv  claim; 

II.  Reasons  for  Mv  Claim. 

1.  You  Do  Not  Favor  Denominational 

“Fences.” 

Yon  believe  in  “pulling  down  the 
bars,”  ves,  in  “tearing  down  the 
fences.”  Yon  favor  a sort  of  ecclesias 
tical  communion.  T know  yon  nre  not 
in  favor  of  calling  it  thnt.  But  names  do 
not  change  the  character  of  the  things 
named.  Your  idea  of  chnrch-life;  re 
duced  to  its  last  analysis,  means  relig- 
ious socialism  in  its  most  dangerous 
form.- 

You  call  it  “the  law  of  love  in  ac- 
tion.” and  “Christian-fellowship,”  and 
such  like;  hut  it  isn’t.  Denominational 
differences,  within  themselves,  are  not 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  absence  of 
Christian  love;  neither  is  Christian-fel- 
lowship helped  out  anv  when  we  smug 
gle  our  differences  and  try  to  make  be- 
lieve we  are  nil  at  one,  when,  nt  the 
same  time,  we  all  know  we  are  nor.  It 
is  better  to  agrpe  not  to  agree  on  sonrn 
things,  than  to  agree  that  w^tove  all 
agreed  and  still  know  that  wf^nre  all 
acting  a lie.
